Eyer since the close of the war the 
Democrats in the South have made a hitter 
cry against the Northern men who saw 
fit to settle In the Southern States.

a business opcaiog in the South at the 
close of the rebellion, and improved it as 
they had a right to do. AI any of them 
went on plantations, others entered the 
mercantile trade, and not a lew went into 
politics. All this was legitimate enough. 
A great many enterprising and able men 
went South shortly after the war and 
sought and obtained office. 
There may 
have been among them a few political rep­ 
robates, but as a rule those who were placed 
rn positions of profit and trust, proved 
themselves as honorable and as capable aa 
those 
who 
had filled 
places before 
the war, or since the fall of what is called 
the “ carpet-bag ” rule. As an illustration 
of the workings of a State government un- 
der this44 carpet-bag ” rule, and under the 
Democratic or local self-government, plan 
let us take Louisiana. Among all the men 
Who went South after the war and was 
fortunate enough to get office, none have 
been more bitterly or heartlessly assailed 
than William Pitt Kellogg. He went from 
Illinois, lie resigned the Chief Justice. 
ship of Nebraska, to take command ot a 
cavalry regiment. He did good service, 
and was soon promoted to a brigadier gen­ 
eral. He was compelled to leave the army 
on account of ill-iiealih, and rn ISOS was 
appointed Collector of the Port of New 
Orleans. In IST! he was elected to the 
Senate, and was finally elected Governor 
of Louisiana. 
la no State ia the South 
had there ever been waged a more bitter 
contest than that which grew out of his 
election. 
He was honestly elected, and 
was an able luau, and it came to pass that 
he made one of the best Governors the 
State eyer had. 
The Democrats called 
him a villamous politician, a man without 
the least moral principle, a liar by prac­ 
tice aud a thief ny profession. Kellogg, 
however, 
could 
not 
bo 
daunted 
by the abuse he daily received from the 
Democracy. He went on administering 
the affairs of State, and closed his term. 
Since the Democrats have succeeded in 
disfranchising the Republican party in that 
State aud thereby putting in operation 
their pet scheme of local self-government, 
it is well to make a comparison of the two 
plans of

to seven per cent. During Kellogg’s term 
of four years, the credit of the State was 
maintained, the interest on the debt was 
paid when it became due, and in Janu­ 
ary, 1877, when Nicholls went into office, 
there was a surplus in the State treasury 
amounting to $731,030. 
Financially the 
State was in good condition,and the people 
had reason to hope that with ordinary 
economy and moderate wisdom on the 
part of the Democratic administration, the 
State would continue lo prosper. But they 
were disappointed. 
Governor Nicholls 
hasbeen rn office only one year this month. 
The State treasury is empty, the interest on 
the debt is due and unpaid, the State debt 
has been increased two millions and the 
Democratic administration Is u:>w begging 
for aid, and that among Republicans ! Kel­ 
logg's fiscal agent was a substantial char­ 
acter both in money and principle, named 
Oglesby. Nicholls discharged him and 
appointed another. Now when the credit 
of the State is gone, the treasury empty,

is begging tor help. Oglesby has been ap­ 
pealed to and asked to advance money to 
pay the January interest, and he bas 
promised under certain conditions to do so. 
But Nicholls’ agent won’t resign until a 
complete settlement is made with him.

CANADIAN MONEY. 
At present there is a good deal of Cana­ 
dian money being put in circulation in the 
Western Slates, and It becomes a matter ol 
interest to the public to know the value of 
that currency. It is said that nearly one- 
half of the Canadian banks are either 
crippled, suspended, or busted, while the 
currency of the other half is at a discount 
of from }g to 5}2 per cent. The banks in 
the West place this discount upon them, 
for the reason that the currency is not as 
safe 
as 
our 
own. 
In 
Mich­ 
igan, 
the 
Canadians 
are 
flood­ 
ing 
the 
State with money and either 
getting goods or United States currency 
tor it. Persons should examine well the 
bills issued by all the Canada banks, and 
agree not to take it until ii is ascertained 
at the banks whether the bill is a sound 
one or not, and if good, its real value in 
our money. This caution 
will probably 
save persons from loss. The paper of the

The capital stock of tho companies in 
the aggregate, is 105 millions of dollars, 
and of this the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul has 27 millions, and the North­ 
western 36 millions. The funded and un­ 
funded debt of the Milwaukee and St. Paul 
is 31 millions, and of the Northwestern 33 
millions. The total cost of all the roads in 
the State is put down at 188 millions of 
dollars, making the cost of the roads per 
mile, a little over $40,000.

When it is 
considered that nearly two millions and a 
half of passengers were carried over the 
Wisconsin roads in that year, the fatality is 
exceedingly small. The total number of 
employes and others killed from causes 
beyond the control of the companies is 43, 
and the total number injured, 153.

The contrast between the generous wel­ 
come extended to General Grant by the 
people of this city, and the uncalled for 
and spiteful slight aimed at him by a clique 
of the Cork City Council, is interesting as 
showing to what lengths sectional and re­ 
ligious agitations arc sometimes carried. 
As previously telegraphed you, Mr. Rich­ 
mond, the United States Consul at Cork, 
addresred a letter to the City Council an­ 
nouncing 
that General Grant 
would 
probably arrive 
rn Cork within a 
few 
days. Mr. 
Tracy, 
a Nation­ 
alist, proposed at the Council meeting that 
the letter 
should 
simply be marked 
“read,” and that no action should be 
taken. 
Mr. Harris, a Conservative, said: 
4,It 
Will be to the interest of our countrymen 
in tho United States ii a proper reception 
Is accorded to General Grant, who repre­ 
sents the governing party In that country. 
There need be no personal antipathy to 
the gentleman himself, neither was there 
anyming in the government of tho ex- 
President objectionable to the Irish people 
or unpleasant to the Irish in America. 
General Grant would 
be 
again at the 
head ot the United States, rn which event 
it would be to the interests of our fellow 
countrymen in America if proper recogni­ 
tion was given to General Grant on his 
arrival at Cork 
Mr. Barry, an extreme Nationalist said 
the Ex-President had insulted the Irish 
people in America. He got up the “No 
Popery” cry there. 
Mr. Tracy said ii would be unbecoming 
for the Catholic constituency of Cork to 
welcome such a man. It would be uogen* 
1 erous 
to refuse him hospitality if 
he 
deserved it, but he saw nothing in General 
Grant's career that called for sympathy 
from the Irish nation. He never thought 
of the Irish race as fie thought of others, 
and he went out of his way to insult their 
religion. 
Mr. Dwyer, an advanced National^ 
would not couple General Grant’s name 
with America. The irish who bad sought 
a reluge and a home in the United States 
had received kindness and attention iroin 
the American people. 
President Grant 
had 
never 
given 
them 
the 
same recognition as the other 
inhabitants. It would be an impropriety 
to pay any maik of respect personally to 
General Grant. 
Messrs McSweeney and Creedon, Na­ 
tionalists, spoke to the sumo effect, aud, 
with a great shout of “aye,” there beiDg 
no dissenting voices, Cork refused to re­ 
ceive General Grant. 
Tnis action has produced , a profound 
sensation throughout Ireland. 
The people a grieved at it, as a violation 
of the riles of hospitality. 
One Irish gentleman with whom I dis­ 
cussed the matter, aud who was pained be­ 
yond measure at its occurrence, said: 
“The noisy little knot of fellows who com­ 
mitted this outrage are mere wind-bags, 
and were seeking a little notoriety. Cork 
has a weakness for being thought more 
Catholic than the Pope, who I believe saw 
no objections to receiving General Grant. 
General Grant remains in Dublin until 
to morrow.

THE CONGRESSIONAL FIDDLER.

Last Wednesday, at Asheville, N. C , 
Coogreaemau-elect 
Robert Taylor was 
united la marriage with Miss Sable Baird 
8 niece of Governor Vance, of North Car 
ohoa. The marriage is the conclusion of 
somewhat romantic story. 
When Taylor 
was Dominated by the Democrats as their 
candidate tor Congress, Miss Baird prom­ 
ised him that, if elected, she would marry 
him; if defeated, it would be so indefinite 
time before their union could be consum­ 
mated. The district contains some of the 
strongest Republican counties in the State 
and has always given a Republican major 
lty of 2,300 or 2,300. The prospect for 
Taylor attaining his desires were, there­ 
fore, not at all promising. Besides, he bad 
as an opponent Bellibone, one of the Re­ 
publican chieftains of the State, au immi­ 
grant from Michigan, possessed of uousua 
shrewdness. In the Presidential contes* 
as one of the Republican electors, he bore 
the banner of hia party as gallantly as was 
possible, worrying the Democrats consid­ 
erably. For Taylor he entertained seem­ 
ingly nothing hut contempt. 
Taylor’s nomination was simply a lucky 
stroke of fortune. In the Republican con­ 
vention Taylor’s brother, a yery pronounced 
Republican, was the principal candidate 
tor the nomination against Pettibone ; but 
the latter, after a bitter fight, secured the 
honor. Republican Taylor’s friends were 
all angry, and the Democrats conceived 
that it would be a good thing to nominate 
his Democratic brother, who would proba­ 
bly draw votes from the Republican ranks. 
The plan was carried out. Taylor was 
only twenty-eight years old, and in that 
region had made considerable reputation 
and popularity as a fiddler. At the fre­ 
quent gatherings for dancing he was a 
moat 
welcome guest. His nomination 
seemed to fire the young men with enthu­ 
siasm. 
Numbers of Republicans and two 
or three Republican journals left the party 
ranks and went over to Taylor’s side. Pet- 
tibone was accus.d of being in with the 
revenue and custom house rings, which 
had controlled politics in that section. It 
was an understood fact that Federal money 
was to be showered on the district. Tay­ 
lor, as he afterward told friends, had only 
$5 to commence the canvass with, but, 
once out, money and assistance of every 
kind poured rn oa him, co that after the 
campaign was over, very little of the $5 
Was spent. Pettibone looked down on him 
with contempt, and in the opening speech 
merely alluded to bim as the “beardless boy 
who fiddles.” 
When it came to Taylor’s rejoiner, he 
approached the table with a fiddle lo one 
hand and a carpet-bag in the other. 
He 
commenced with the statement that the 
serious charge was made against him that 
he was a fiddler. .Then, laying the fiddle 
and the carpel bag .side by side on the 
table, he asked the crowd to choose be­ 
tween them. The point was taken up and 
carried lrom one end of the district to the 
other, producing any amount or merriment 
at Pettibone's expense. 
Pettibone, after­ 
ward, never alluded to Taylor’s fiddle 
more than once or twice. 
Taylor also 
taunted Pettibone with the fact that his 
regiment, at the close of the war, disbanded 
with more men than it started with. The 
young Democrat was a ready, eloquent 
speaker, and never failed to awaken en­ 
thusiasm. Frequently, when the speak­ 
ing was over he would entertain the crowd 
with the music from his violin. The dis­ 
trict has its share of moonshiners, and 
they, with all their friends, were for Tay­ 
lor, as Pettibone was in with and support­ 
ed by the revenue men, the enemies of the 
moonshiners. 
Taylor’s majority was near­ 
ly 1,500 making a Democratic gain of one 
Congressman from Tennessee. 
His father 
represented the State in Congress just af­ 
ter the war. 
When nominated, Taylor 
waa advised to take a very conservative 
course, but Answered firmly that he pro­ 
posed to m ale the fight on straight out 
Democratic principles. 
He did so sad

third stories of the eastern division of the 
edifice the officers captured at Gettysburg 
had their quarters, to which were added a 
few others of the Army of the Potomac 
captured miscellaneously. In the same 
story ot the middle division, the officers 
captured at Chickamauga had their lodg­ 
ings. The officers who belonged to Gen­ 
eral Milroy*s command, captured at Win­ 
chester, Virginia, on the 15th of June, 
1S63, had their dwelling place in the sec­ 
ond story of the western division ; in the 
same division on the third story Colonel 
Streight and his officers, who were captur­ 
ed near Home, Georgia, on the 4th day of 
May, 1803, had their quarters. 
In all the 
rooms prisoners captured miscellaneously 
could be found. There was free commu­ 
nication between all the rooms, there be­ 
ing two doors in the partition, connecting 
one room with another. Owing to the 
suspension of the exchange ol prisoners, 
restlessness and impatience were quite 
prevalent. 
Thero was a great desire to 
escape, but this was apparently impossible. 
The prison was strongly guarded at every 
point, and could the prisoner have escaped 
from the walls of the building, dangers 
would have beset him continually until he 
could reach the Federal lines ; but not­ 
withstanding the great difficulty and dan­ 
ger attending an ell'ort to escape, it was 
occasionally made and sometimes success­ 
fully. The grandest stampede which was 
made from Libby wa9 made on the night 
of the 9th of February, 1864. 
MAKING A TUNNEL 
In December, 1863, Colonel Hose, of the 
One Hundredth Pennsylvania, conceived 
the idea of escaping by means of a tunnel. 
He communicated his plans ,to some of his 
comrades, who promised their co operation 
in the matter. The great difficulty they j 
found was in getting access to the base- j 
m entor the building, where they designed 
commencing operations. They could get 
access to the first door of the eastern divis­ 
ion, for this was occupied by hospital 
cooks who were enlisted soldiers who had 
been captured; but men there was no opec-! 
tag into the basement. 
There was, how- • 
ever, a large chimney leading up from a 
fireplace in the basement. They finally I 
discovered that they could go down the 
aperture of the chimney aud thus reach the 
casement. At the cast end of the building 
Uitre was a narrow alley, upon the oppo- j 
site of which was a lot of considerable size, 
near the centre of which there was au un- | 
used stable,this stable being some distance 
beyond the guards, who were stationed 
near the building. It was the design of 
the projectors of the tunnel to open the 
terminus of it into this stable. The greatest 
difficulty encountered was at the begin- | 
ning. They had to cifect an opening in 
the loundaiion wall which was of stone. | 
To do this they had no better tools than a 
lew small hatchets which were used about 
the prison for splitting kindlings. 
After 
great labor an opening was effected. 
But 
the tunnel must be walled and arched. The 
only material that could be found for this 
was the wooden boxes which had con­ 
tained articles of food and clothing sent to 
the prisoners from their homes. Tne secret 
of the tunnel had been communicated to 
but few, and it was not desired mat it 
should be generally known what they 
were driving at; but to avjid this, after 
using their own boxes, they procured the 
services cf the hospital cooks, who would 
go among the prisoners and beg their 
empty boxes for firewood. Only one man 
could work in the tunnel at the same lime, 
and, consequently, the work proceeded 
slowly. Then the tools they had to work 
with, knives and sharpened sticks, were 
very Inefficient. They had to remain on 
all-iours or lay fiat while at work. They 
had estimated the distance to be seventy- 
five feet in order to reach the centre of the 
•table. They measured their work care­ 
fully as they advanced, and when they 
reached the length of seventy-five feet they 
tunneled upward, and upon reaching the 
outside earth found they were correct in 


of the escaped Federal officers, and rn the 
course of a few days they succeeded in re­ 
capturing fifty-two of the hundred and 
nine who escaped, fifty-seven having made 
their way Into the Federal lines. Colonel 
Hose, the projector aud engineer of the 
tunnel, was recaptured and punished for 
his ingenuity bys unary confinement In a 
cell for several weeks. Colonel A. D. 
Sleight, of the Fifty .first Indiana, made > 
b's way into the Federal lines. All those 
who finally succeeded in making good their 
escape suffered greatly from hunger and 
cold before they could get relief. Colonel 
VV. P. Kendrick, of the 
First 
West 
Tennessee (Union) Cavalry, suffered so 
much that he died in Cincinnati on his way 
home. 
The excavation of this tunnel, with the 
appliances at band, was truly a herculean 
task. The earth taken from it had to be 
taken in very small vessels to a considera­ 
ble distance and emptied into a sewer in 
order that discovery might be prevented. 
Some of these bravo men have left the 
scenes of earth ; those Who survive are 
engaged in pursuits of peace, and the ex­ 
citing scenes through which they passed 
dwell only in memory.

to make their egress. 
The night of the 
9ih of February had been fixed upon for 
fifty of the officers to make their escape j over M~ 
through the tunnel. The design was fo r.............. 
flUy to go out that night and fifty each 
succeeding night until the means of egress 
was discovered by the Confederates. 
It 
was thought by those who projected and 
completed the tunnel that the matter was 
not known to above a hundred officers to 
whom they bad communicated it; but by 
some means the thing leaked out and was 
generally known to the officers in prison, 
and when 9 o’clock had arrived—the hour 
that the officers should commence their 
egress—the entrance to the tunnel was 
crowded. 
It was designed for titty to 
leave that night and fifty others were di­ 
rected to mislead the Confederate officer 
wbocalled the roll each morning, 
This 
would have been easily done if the exact 
number who left had been known, for the 
manner of calling the roll was to crowd all 
the prisoners into the east room and pass 
them through a door and as they passed 
through count them; and as there was an­ 
other door in the same room it was very 
easy tor an officer to pass hack! through It 
and fall in and be counted again. 
The 
officer who was to count off the fifty who 
were to go the first night and conduct the 
deception at roll call the next morning, 
finding he could not stop 
the officers 
when the fifty had gone out, and that so 
many would leave that it would be impos­ 
sible to conceal their dight at roll-call, 
made his own escape. 
The next morning when the roll was 
called by the usual method of counting, 
one hundred and nine officers were found 
missing. 
This created intense excitement j 
among"the officers in charge ol the prison. 
All the officers were then called by name 
with the same result. 
Tho prison was 
carefully examined and the point of egress 
was not found. Captain Turner, the com­ 
mandant of the prison could think of no 
other means by which the prisoners could 
have escaped but by bribing the guards, 
aud consequently he placed them all under 
arrest and procured a new detail for guard 
duty. 
SEEKING FOK THE RUNAWAYS. 
A lank, lean Georgia sergeant who at­ 
tended about the prison, said: “ These 
Yankees are all witches aud can fly, and 
they will all fly out of the window some 
nigut.
